IIUPOKT. 

In the two years’ accounts, ended .5 January 1826 and 1827, wc disallowed the sum of 84/. 4*. 7c/., 
being a per cciungc paid to the Treasurer on the amount of the debeatvirca, the interest of which was 
reduced from six to five per cent.; because as he had received u per centjige on the original issue of 
the debentures, wc did not consider lum entitloil to a similar allowance on the rc-issiie of them : and 
the accountant having again claimed credit for this sum in the present account, wc have admitted it, 
in consequence of the expliinalion contained in tin: following order of the Chairman of the Ballast 
Corpomtion, authorizing the Treasurer to take credit for thus said sum in his accounts, and which 
explanation wo deem sulliciently satisfactory : 

“ Ballast-office, Wexford, 22 April i8a8. 

“ You are hereby allowed to take credit in your account for the year, ending 5 January 1828, 
for the sum of 84 /. 4 7 ri. per centagu disuliowed by Commissionci-s of I’ublic Accounts in the 

last year, it appearing to this corporation that you are entitled thereto by law, the same not being 
claimed on amount of debentures, the interest on which was reduced (ns stated) from six to five per 
cent., but was paid on an actual issue of new debentures at a reduced rate of interest which was 
procured by you from sundry individuals, which enabled this corporation to pay olFthe holders of 
six per cent, debentures who objected to submit to a reduction of interest. That this corporation 
consider that the Act 34 Goo. 3, c. 2(i, s. 2<), which grants you 2 per cent, on ail such sums of 
money as you shall receive by virtue of your office of treasurer, was sufficient authority for allowing 
your claim; but ijiaddition, they arc tpiite confident that tliey have power, under the nib clause 
of the Act passed in 1813, (53 Geo. 3,) to grant you this ullowaiice, as treasurer, it appearing to 
them reasonable.” 

The above account, as amended, is just and true.
